When these reports reached

convention and weie pending, Dele- 
sate" D. F. Anderson of Youngstown 
asserted that neither was fair, be- 
cause they did not take into account 
the protection afforded by the pres- 
ent section of the constitution which 
confers upon the general 
assembly 


the right to provide 
against evils 
arising from the liquor traffic. 


If there v.-as any advantage tactic- 
ally,- it was obtained by Delegate An- 
derson, for the convention voted 
to 


place his proposal fiist on the calen- 
dar for that day. 
The radical wets, 


led by Delegate Edward W. Doty of 
Cleveland, tried to have the proposal 
sidetracked at first and then' placed 
behind the majority and minority re- 
ports of the committee. Many of the 
delegates heard the point made by 
Anderson for the first time last night
